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BONN RULES OUT 
UNITY DEAL WIT 
RUSSIA, STAND 


WITH THE WEST 


Von Brentano Asserts 
Germans Won’t Be- 
tray Proven Friends 
as Price of Unifica- 
tion. 


BONN, Dec. 1 (AP) — Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s government 
stood solidly today withethe 
Western allies on German. re- 
unification policy, ruling out 
any bilateral German-Russian 
negotiations on the subject. 

Foreign Minister Heinrich 
von Brentano made the govern- 
ment’s first declaration in Par- 
liament on foreign policy since 
the Big Four foreign ministers’ 
meeting in Geneva failed to re- 
solve the problem of German 
unity. 

He told cheering members of 
the Bundestag, lower house of 
Parliament, that the “German 
people are not prepared to 
strike any deal (with the Rus- 
= jeopardizing‘ their free- 
om 


The foreign minister ac- 
knowledged the Moscow agree- 
ment for West Germany and 
Russia to exchange diplomatic 
relations, but he added it was 
up to the Kremlin to make re- 
lations between the two peo- 
ples anything more than a tech- 
nicality. 


‘No Normal Relations.’ 


“As long as the Soviet Union 
proceeds on the assumption of 
the partition of Germany and 
the existence of two German 
states,” he declared, “there can 
be no normal relations between 
our two countries.” 

Von Brentano declared that 
“the fate of the German people 
would be sealed if it tried -to 
exchange the confidence and 
friendship of its allies for the 
sympathy of the Soviet Union. 
Nor will the German people be 
induced by. any threat or temp- 
tation to veer from this straight 
course.” 

He insisted that Germany can 
fulfill its tasks only if it is free 
to make its own decisions. He 
added that any “compulsory 
neutralization or isolation from 
any alliances” such as the Rus- 
sians demand “would be the 
worst road for us to choose or 
into which to force us.” 

He stressed that inclusion of 
a reunited Germany within the 
European and Atlantic commu- 
nities “offers the safest guar-

MAYORS URGE 
40,000-MILE U.S. 
HIGHWAY SYSTEM 


Association Also Asks 
for Federal Payments 
on Untaxed Proper- 
ties in Cities. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 1 (AP)— 
‘The American Municipal As- 
sociation representing some 
12,000 cities, urged Congress 
yesterday to pass legislation 
providing for a 40,000-mile ‘in- 
terstate highway system. ; 

The bill should include money 
for the “highest possible level 
of construction on the federal- 
aid primary, secondary and ur- 
ban systems,” the organization 
said in a resolution. 


“The new highway legislation 
should give fair consideration 
to the needs of urban and rural 
highways,” the resolution said. 
“It had originally called for | 
“equal consideration” for both | 
urban and rural highways, but | 
was amended to urge “fair con- 
sideration.” 

Another resolution called a 
the Federal Government 
make payments to cities on 
federally-owned property whic 
the city is unable to tax. 

The organization noted that 
“Congress has .. . recognized 
the necessity of obligating the 
federal Government to pay 
same state and local taxes or | 
their equivalent.” 

The failure to do so, the 
municipal officers said, “has 
‘reduced the tax base of munici- 
| palities.” 

“What is needed is a greatly 
expanded and permanent pro- 
| gram for payments in lieu of 
taxes,” he resolution said. 

The organization also urged 
Congress to provide a plan for | 
insurance against floods and | 
other natural disasters. 

“There is no insurance ogee 
able which will cover losses t 
our cities from natural roe 
aster,” and the cities are no 
able to pay the eeiseniien | 
costs of replacing municipal | 
property,” it said.

What About Germany Now? 


German Chancellor Adenauer’s first action 
after returning to his office from a long stay 
in the sick room was to threaten the Free Dem- 
ocratic party with ouster from his governing 
coalition. The Free Democrats have been loudly 
critical of the Western powers for “not doing 
enough” for German reunification at Geneva. 


_If they continue to follow that line, says Ade- 


nauer, he would rather have them in opposition 
than on his side of the Bundestag. 

Thus Dr. Adenauer has again shown admir- 
able perseverance in his adherence to the West- 
ern alliance. Yet the fact that he may have to 
turn on one of his supporting’ parties, is another 
indication of German disappointment at the 
Geneva stalemate. 

Walter Lippmann and George Kennan, well- 
informed ex-envoy to Moscow, argue cogently 
that Mr. Dulles and his associates went to 
Geneva with so rigid a position that negotiation 
was out of the question. J. F. Golay, former head 
of the United States Secretariat of the Allied 
High Commission in Germany, has said: 


Of the strong position in which we once 
stood to control developments in Germany, 
all that remains to us now is such security 
as is afforded by the good faith of an es- 
timable but aged politician. 


Once the Western powers sanctioned Bonn’s — 


rearming—which so far has produced 100 volun- 
teers—they virtually sanctioned the rearming 
of a reunited Germany, says Mr. Golay. Neither 
the West nor Moscow, he thinks, dares risk such 
a Germany outside its security system 

Since West Germany has been granted virtual 
sovereignty while Russia still has a fairly tight 
grip on East Germany, the real risk now is that 
in the absence of a four-power agreement, Bonn 
may turn to direct negotiations with Moscow. 
Since the West cannot be sure who will succeed 
Dr. Adenauer, it must be disturbed by the 
fact that a considerable portion of the German 
press—as well as some of Dr. Adenauer's politi- 
cal associates—are more and more openly advo- 
cating talks with Moscow. - They contend that 
Article X of the West-approved Bonn constitu- 
tion makes such negotiations quite legal. 

This weakening of the West's hold on the situ- 
ation, despite all the West has done for German 
recovery, is the more disturbing because it hap- 
pened before anything had been’ accomplished 
in the way of restoring freedom in East Ger- 
many, not to mention other Communist-occupied 
and Communist-dominated countries. 

What can be done? Mr. Golay would make 
German security the concern of all by putting 
its defense forces under United Nations control. 

Lacking such a formula, hope falls back on 
cultivation of East-West good will within the 
framework of national interests. New ideas 
for cementing good relations with Bonn also 
are in order. But their full implications had 
better be pondered before they are put in ef- 
fect. The West can no longer afford good inten- 
tions which back-fire.

Americas Mark Twain 

J. P. Duffy, British consul in St. Louis, was 
the speaker at a dinner Wednesday in observa- 
tion of the 120th anniversary of Mark Twain's 
birth. At first blush it may seem a bit strange 
to take a newcomer to Missouri, and one from 
across the ocean at that, and give him the 
assignment of talking about this State’s most 
outstanding author and, along with a certain for- 
mer President, Missouri's best-known native son.

All of which leads us to a new book about 
Mark Twain, compiled by Prof. Arthur L. Scott 
of the University of Illinois and published by 
the Southern Methodist University Press. It is 
a collection of evaluations of Mark Twain's 
writing and thinking by critics from Bret Harte 
to Henry Seidel Canby. Prof. Scott is a Mark 
Twain specialist and he teaches a literature? 
course that centers on Mark Twain. So he is 
intimately familiar with writing about Mark 
Twain as well as the writing by him 

The collection is fascinating. Covering almost 
90 vears, it shows the infinite diversity of views 
concerning this celebrated son of the little 
village of Florida ‘pop. 100), up in Monroe 
county. ~Here.is Van -Wyck Brooks's “Freudian 
theory” that Mark Twain was a “God-sent 
satirist shanghaied into the business man’s 
paradise” by his wife, who re-established over 
him “that old Calvinistic spell of his mother's.”

Here, too, are the other opin- 
ions: Ludwig Lewisehn’s that he is our national 
bard, in the blood-line of Homer; Carl Vgn 
Doren’s that he “loafed through the world some- 
thing like a comic Whitman”; W. D. Howells's 
that he was unique in “the power of charming 
us out of our troubles”: Stuart Sherman's that 
“robust, big-hearted, gifted with divine power 
to use words ‘he) makes us al! laugh togethers

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The Reserve Program Bogs Down 

The National Security Training Commission 
seems at long last to be opening its eyes and 
concluding that possibly all is not well with the 
new military reserve program. David Sarnoff, 
chairman of the commission that was set up by 
Congress to assist the military services in run- 
ning the new reserve program, says the program 
is “getting off to a slower start than we had 
expected.” 

That is putting it mildly indeed. The Admin- 
istration succeeded in launching the new pro- 
gram last August after a hard fight.’ The 
leaders in the fight believed that they at last 
were on the way toward the strong reserve 
so vital to national defense. The ggal is to ‘en- 
list by June 30 100,000 youths of 17 to 18% 
for six months of active duty plus seven and a 
half years in the reserves. Yet by the end of 
October only 4500 persons had volunteered. 

Mr. Sarnoff explains the slow start by assert- 
ing parents and the eligible youths have not 
been well informed about the new reserve pro- 
gram and its advantages. But the newspapers, 
the radio, the Army and the veteran reserve 
units haye done a fairly good job of disseminat- 
ing information on the new progra ; 

A better explanation of the lag in pro- 
gram might be as follows: There are “approxi- 
mately 1,800,000 young men classified today as 
1A for the draft. This manpower pool is 
growing as the armed forces shrink.in size and 
the draft (‘averaging 10,000 monthly) decreases 
as re-enlistments and volunteers slowly count 
up. Under such conditions it is only natural 
that many a youth with no hankering to wear 
a uniform decides that the odds are very good 
that he never will be drafted. 

Mr. Sarnoff has said that he will ask Con- 
gress to do something about the situation if the 
reserve program does not get “off the ground.” 
About all that remains to be asked is for Con- 
gress to enact universal military training or 
something close to it. And the Congressmen, 
with their ears close to the ground, have been 
shying away from anything like universal mili- 
tary training since World War II ended. So if 
the Army cannot make the present program 
work it appears that there just won't be any 
more of a reserve than there has been to date. 
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Comes Jet Turns for Corners 

The Daimler-Benz Co. of Stuttgart-Unterturk- 
heim, Germany, received a patent last week for 
a jet-assisted racing car which would use its ex- 
haust gases to obtain an extra 50 or more horse- 
power. By directing the jets backward the driver 
would get additional speed and by aiming them 
toward the outside of the race track he could 
use the exhaust strean’s to brace the car against 
the centrifugal pull and so give the wheels bet- 
ter road grip. Thus the driver would not have to 
slow for the curves, according to the inventor. 
If it works, that’s fine for the race track. But 
remembering that many improvements worked 
out on the long oval come to roost on the pas- 
senger car, it is earnestly to be hoped that this 
German come-faster-the-corner-arounder is not 
added to the new models for 1957.

Faure Goes to the French People 

References to another French political crisis 
are hardly adequate to describe the fall of the 
Faure government. A country which lives in po- 
litical crisis cannot be plunged into one. 

Premier Edgar Faure had survived two previ- 
ous tests of confidence principally because the 
big Communist bloc in the National Assembly 
supported his middle-road government, by votes 
if nothing more. When the Communist vote de- 
serted, the Cabinet was overturned, 318 to 218. 

But by dragging down the Cabinet, the Assem- 
bly actually paved the way for its own end. 
Under the French Constitution, the Cabinet can 
dissolve the Assembly if it is the second Cabinet 
within 18 months to suffer a no-confidence vote 
by a majority of all Assembly members. 

Since former Premier Mendes-France got the 
ax less than 10 months ago Premier Faure and 
his colleagues could and did order the Assembly 
dissolved. Now new elections must be held 
within 20 to 30 days, and in the meantime Edgar 
Faure and his Cabinet continue in office. 

All the resentment against the government's 
quagmire in Morocco, all the inter-party bicker- 
ing over taxes and defense and a new election 
system, and all the partisan pressures building 
toward a new national election welled up against 
Premier Faure 

But the display of disunity did not end with 
the usual maneuvering of hostile parties. It 
also involved two leaders of the same party— 
the Radical Socialists. Thus Premier Faure was 
pitted against Mendes-France on the question of 
elections now or later and as a result the party 
has now expdéiled Faure. 

The Faure government was the twenty-first 
since the war. Twenty-one governments in less 
than ten years adds up to a large vote of no 
confidence in the present form of French govern- 
ment. New governments ofier no magic aspirin 
for so prolonged a political headache. Stability 
will not make its-debut in postwar Paris short 
of a political reformation. 
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More Than a Football Coach 

All Missouri can take pride in the reaction 
to efforts by a little hammer squad to get rid 
of Don Fauvrot as the University of Missouri's 
head football coach 

Coach Faurot and the Tigers have had a 
tough season. In many states, that would be 
enough; the hammers would be knocking and 
the alumni would be hunting for a new coach. 

In Missouri, Mr. Faurot’s critics have been 
overwhelmed by a counter-wave of support. The 
alumni athletic advisory committee has voted 
unanimously to recommend his retention, and 
President Elmer Ellis’s stanch backing, together 
with the attitude of curators, faculty, students 
and 49 members of the football squad, seems te 
assure this outcome. 

Here is much more than a personal tribute 
to Faurot. at is being registered at Columbia 
is a vote of confidence in what he stands for— 
for keeping football in proper perspective, for 
shunning high-pressure recruitment tactics, for 
making the game an adjunct to rather. than a 
substitute for education, for treating it as a 
sport and not a business. 

Strictly as a football man, who has made 
original contributions to the development of the 
game, Coach Faurot can hold his own with 
anybody. But he also brings something else 
to the coach's task, and it is for these extra 
qualities that he has earned such broad support.

The farmers are complaining again. 
Mass meetings like those of the ‘20s 
and ‘30s are being held in the Midwest 
to protest falling farm prices and ris- 
ing farm costs. 

The farmers are resentful and afraid 
and the Department of Agriculture and 
Secretary Benson are coming in for 
scathing criticism. 

The boom is running smoothly for 
almost everyone else; employment is at 
high levels, wages and prices keep 
inching up, factories face full sched- 
ules, dividend payments are high. Why 
is the farmer headed the other way? 
Perhaps it is time for the farmer to 
offer. his side of the story. 


Three out of five people in the 
world’s population go to bed hungry 
every night. It is our good luck in the 
United States to live in a country which 
can feed us all and feed us well. 

The people on the farm who pro- 
duce this high-standard diet grow small- 


er in number as their efficiency in- 
creases. ‘One hundred years ago the 
work of five farm people fed them- 


selves and one person in the city. To- 
day, four farm people feed themselves, 
twelve people in the city and two in 
another country. 

This shift illustrates graphically the 
efiects of machine power, hybrid seeds, 
fertilizer techniques and improved man- 
agement of human and soil resources 
It also helps to explain the problem of 
surpluses. 


Farmers Mired in Surpluses 


The accumulation of more food and 
fiber than we can use is one aspect of 
the farm problem, but only one. Ac- 
cording to a Federal Reserve Bank re- 
port of 1953, the people who derive 
most of their income from working the 
land constitute about 15.5 per cent of 
the total population. But these farmers, 
even with the addition of money re- 
ceived from Government price supports, 
are paid only 6 per cent of the national 
income. In terms of income agriculture 
is a declining industry 

In September, 1955. Business Condi 
tions—a review issued by the Chicago 
branch of the Federal Reserve Board— 
summed up the situation neatly: “The 
farm operator with his wagon deeply 
mired in surplus supplies,” it said, “en- 
viously watches the business boom roll 
by. After four years of continuous de- 
cline farm operators’ net income is now 
27 per cent below its 1951 peak.” 

For one thing, the American farmer 
is at the mercy of force¢, both man- 
made and natural, which are beyond his 
contrel. Like all producers of raw ma- 
teria]. he is the victim of a kind of re- 
verse business practice where he seems 
to sell at wholesale and buy at retail. 


Short End of Consumers’ Dollar 


The farmer receives less than half 
of the dollar ‘about 47 cents) which 
the customer in a grocery store spends 
for his bread and butter. But when 
he buys a tractor or commercial ferti- 
lizer, he buys from a local dealer at the 
full retail price. And the spread in 
price between what the farmer receives 
and the consumer pays is widening as 
people ask for more processing. 

The farmer's chief virtue, which also 
seems to be his principal bugbear, is his 
dedication to full production. 

‘This inability to control his produc- 
tion leaves the farmer bouncing on an 
erratic and unstable price level. In 


He knew that aid was often extended 
to shipping and manufacturing interests 
when the general welfare was in ques- 
tion. If a subsidy is not “creeping So- 
cialism” when used to further some 


business interest, he decided, farming 
should be protected in the same way. 

The farmer bases his argument for

A steady and dependable supply of 
food and clothing is one of the benefits 
the consumer receives for the taxes he 
pays in support of farm prices.

Between Book Ends 


Whence Japan and Whither 


JAPAN'S MODERN CENTURY, by Hugh Borton 

(Ronald Press, 524 paqs., $7.) 

The story of modern Japan begins 
with the opening of this island empire 
to world gaze, commerce, and diploma: 
by Comdr. Perry in July of 1853. The 
change from that of isolation par ex 
cellence to that of world importance 
took~the Japanese islands just one 
century. It has been a radical change 
And it is still going on. The. Japanese 
intend to remain leaders in_ their 
sphere of influence. 4 

It is this century of change which 
Hugh Borton tells with remarkable 
clarity in “Japan's Modern Century.” 
The author .is professor of Japanese 
and director of the East Asian Institute 
at Columbia University. Coming from 
his pen, this latest study of Japan is 
especially rewarding. Dr. Borton has 
been studying and writing about Japan 
and the Japanese since 1938. 

* 
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Dr. Borton’s account runs the gamut 
of Japan's modernization. The book 
begins with a look at the several dis- 
tinct governmental approaches in Japan 
at the time of Perry's visit. It con- 
tinues with a study of the Meiji Gov- 
ernment’s formation of a centralized 
monarchy, the establishment of Japans 
empire around the turn of the century, 
and Japan's emergence as the leader 
in East Asia in the twentieth century. 
Prof. Borton ends with an extensive ac- 
count of Japan’s preparation for war, 
the war jtself, and Japan in defeat. 

The average American is _ poorly 
versed in Asiatic history. Indeed, there 
are few who can pay more than lip 
service-to the history of these impor- 
tant islands off the eastern rim of Asia. 
As a result, Prof. Borton’s book is an 
especially welcome addition to the 
growing shelf of works on Japan. Dr 
Borton draws heavily upon the most 
competent sources in both English and 
Japanese. He mentions his reliance 
upon Sir George B. Sansom’s pioneer 
works in Japanese history and histori- 


ography. But of even greater impor- 
tance, as he shows, is his use of Jap- 
anese-language materials. 

o * * 

Prof. Borton has touched upon one 
subject which might well serve for 
more exhaustive study. Most students 
of Japanese-American relations have 


overlooked America’s Manifest Destiny 
policy as a factor in sending Perry to 
Yokohama Harbor Actually, as the 
author relates, Japan was a vacuum in 
1853 toward which the United States 
was being drawn. “The rapid westward 
expansion of the United States, its be- 
lief in Manifest Destiny . . . indicated 
that America was likely to play the 
decisive role in this drama,” the author 
writes 

The size of the book and its scholarly 
avproach may scare away some readers. 
Nevertheless, in detailing Japan's his- 
tory from Perry to MacArthur, Prof. 
Borton has made a valuable contribu- 
tion to our literature on those islands. 
This analysis of Japen’s modern cen- 
tury goes far toward answering our 
questions about Japan's future.

“New American Houses,” a 
photographic exhibition circu- 
lated by the Museum of Modern 
Art. New York, opened today 
in the east wing of Givens Hall 
en the Washington University 
campus. Another new Washing- 
tan University display, devo.ed 
to recent developments in seri- 
graphy, or the making of orig- 
ina] silk-screen color prints, 
opened yesterday in the south 
wing of Brookings Hall. 

The architectural exhibit, in- 
cluding 24 panels of enlarged 
photos with full caption ma- 
terial. surveys advanced work 
in postwar design. Extremes in 
approaches to problems of treat- 
ment of space range from Frank 
Lloyd Wright's to that of Mies 
Van Der Rohe. 

Wright's design of a Pleasant- 
ville. (N. Y.) residence makes 
the structure almost~a part of 
the earth itself. 
looking, medieval wall hugs the 
slope of a hill, and the rounded 
house is reminiscent of a 
gnarled old tree that has been 
on the spot for years. 

Van Der Rohe, by contrast, 
has designed an ethereally light 
Plano (ill.) home apparently 
hanging in air. This illusion 1s 
conveyed by extensive use of 
glass and steel. A wide open 
space intervenes between the 
ground and the house, which is 
suspended from steel columns 
hy welded joints, instead of 
resting conventionally on col- 
umns. 2 

Ex-St. Louisian Represented. 


Related to the work of Van 
Der Rohe is a Santa Monica 
(Calif.) house built for his own 
use by Charles Eames, former 
St. Louisan best known as & 
furniture designer. Cage-like, 
with emphasis on details of in- 
dustrial design, it shares with 
several of the other new resi- 
dences a subtle but pervasive 
influence from traditional do- 
mestic architecture of Japan. 

Photography throughout the 
exhibit is 
high quality. Nine of the prints, 
including three of the Wright 
house and others of a home de- 
signed by Igor Polevitsky of 
Miami, are the work of Ezre 
Stoller of New York, brother of 


Claude Stoller, assistant pro-. 


fessor of architecture at Wash- 
ington University. 

Other noted architects rep-

Unusual old toys and dolls 
from collections of the Missouri 
Historical Society went on dis- 
play today in Martin Lammert 
gallery in the east wing of 
Jefferson Memorial, Fofest 
Park. The exhibit will be 
open daily without charge wntil 
Jan. 15. 


One of the rare toys, on 


| display is a hand-carved wooflen 


merry-go-round, complete with 
decorated horses and dolls and 
with a red and white striped 
circular awning. The toy is 
powered by a stream of sand 
which turns the wheels in a way 
similar to an old-fashioned grist 
mill. 


Charles van Ravenswaay, di- 
rector of the society, said the 
toy is being exhibited for the 
first time, and probably was 
made in pre-Civil War days. 

A special case of items of 
interest to boys includes a cast 
iron fire engine of the 1870s, a 
family touring car, a replica of 
a 1905 model machine and auto 


bus of the same year, cast iron * 


banks, wooden puzzles and a 
miniature tool chest of the 
1880s. 

There are dolls of many sizes 
and descriptions with heads of 
wax, porcelain, wood, papier- 
mache and corn husks.

Business in general was good 
last month in the Eighth Fed-

Automobiles were produced 
| faster than they were sold, and 
_the stocks of most dealers rose 
sharply, with some 1955 models 
' still in the hands of a few deal- 

ers. The report noted that pro- 
duction usually is stepped up 
| after a change of models, to 
| supply the dealers, but the out- 
put this year was exceptionally 
large. 

Industrial Expansion. 

One of the brightest parts of 
the economy was the industrial 
sector, and in some industries 
the current and expected de- 
mand was so great that expan- 
sion of capacity was started. 

Recently announced expan- 
sion plans were in production 
of steels, chemicals, ' automo- 
biles, appliances, kraft paper, 
electric motors and furniture. 

Consumer spending, listed as 
“one of the main factors be- 
| hind the current upswing of 
business activity,” continued at 
'a high rate, resulting in more 

than seasonal gains in depart- 
_ment store sales. In the first 
three Weeks of November those 
Sales averaged 10 per cent 
higher than in the correspond- 
ing weeks last year. 

Decline in Farm Prices. 

Farm prices presented a dark- 
er side of the picture. 

Total production of‘crops was 
estimated to be 15 to 20 per 
cent over last year, but because 
of sharp drops in prices farm 
income for the first nine months 

Of this year was 8 per cent less 
than in those months of 1954. 

In the four weeks ended Nov. 
18, prices received for agricul- 
tural products dropped ‘3 per 
cent to a level nearly 10 per 
cent less than a year ago. 

Cattle prices dropped 8 per 
cent and hog prices 17 per cent. 
while prices of other livestock 
products and field crops were 
stable or higher.

wife. She scrimps not, neither 
does she save, when she plans 
her holiday meals for she knows 
that the monies she spends at 
such times buy more th ere 
sustenance. They also pufthase 
intangibles that can’t be bought 
in the market place — such 
things as good will, and neigh- 
borliness, and happy memories 
of festive family dinners. So 
she hesitates not to celebrate 
in the grand manner. 

But neither does she wail in 
the countinghouse at the end 
of the month, this wise one. 
Her secret? In those in-between 
weeks, ‘twixt Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, she diligently counts 
her pennies and seeks for bar- 
gains.

short order, it would take a. 
plutocrat indeed not to give a. 
thought to the budget. 

So let’s take a look at the 
more reasonably priced vege- 
tables to serve with those 
“economy cuts” of meat. 

For downright. budget items 
consider the root vegetables— | 
bulk. turnips, rutabagas and | 
parsnips. 

Mustard and turnip tops are 
good old reliables, and if you 
shop with a sharp eye you can 
find some real bargains in spin- 
ach. There is still some of the 
homegrown around, but it is 
showing frost burn on the 
leaves. This doesn’t add to its 
eye appeal, but does not hurt 
its eating quality. 

Potatoes of all kinds and sizes 
—from Idaho, Washington, Wy- 


oming, Colorado reds and West- 
ern russets, plus the versatile 
and very good red McClures— 
will appease hearty appetites 
and give a boost to piggy banks. 

Nor can we overlook the 
sweet potatoes and yams which 
are now in good supply. The 
yams, especially, seem to be of 
outstanding quality—moist and 
sweet. Wonderful with your 
pork dishes. ™ 

Eggplant is a good buy, 
speeding to us by truck from 
Florida and coming through in 
fine shape. 

Add celery to your “good 
buy” category—perhaps stewed 
with tomatoes and some 
chopped green peppers for a 
vegetable dish. Or stuff some 
peppers with a rice mixture 
and serve as the meat course. 

Cauliflower is dni the mod- 
erate bracket; carrots no higher 
that they have been. String 
beans should be a good buy, 
and there are some pole beans 
around for those who like them. 
Bunch beets from Texas look 
nice, and don't overlook the 
tops as an economy bonus. 
Check fresh mushrooms; you 
may be pleasantly surprised. 
And pricés are down sharply on 
those wonderful Louisiana shal- 


lots. 

Slightly higher are broccoli, 
brussels sprouts, and the@jarger 
sizes of artichokes (although the 
smaller ones are fairly reason- 
able.) 

Definitely high but very good 
is the okra from southern Flor- 
ida and Cuba. Novelty items: 


some anise and cardoni, well 
liked by those of Italian an- 
cestry. 


Probably the best value in 
the fruit market is Florida cit- 
rus, both oranges and grape- 
fruit. They are coming through 
in good quantity and of good 
quality, and are reasonably 
priced. In fact, the oranges are 
definitely cheaper than they 
have been. 

Cranberries, too, deserve & 
special pat on the back. We 
are now getting the later va- 
rieties, really beautiful berries 
and amazingly low priced. 

There are coconuts from Hon- 
duras, and kumquats for those 
who appreciate the unusual 
touch they add to meals. 

Tangerines, tangeloes (a lit- 
tle on the expensive side but 
very nice) and satsumas offer a 
change in the citrus line. The 
satsumas (easy to peel, quite 
juicy and virtually seedless) 
don’t look as pretty as tanger- 
ines, but they really are very 
good and fairly reasonable in 
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A variety of cheeses blended with Port wine make this delicious spread, which may be 
shaped in a ring mold and served either for hors d’oeuvres or for dessert.

DEAN YOUNGDAHL

Dean Youngdahl was strongly-

He argued that the “human 
worth of the individual” not his 
membership in any group 
should be the criterion for his 
admission*to the United States. 

“The world knows we are dis- 
criminating against many peo- 
ple,’ Dean Youngdahl] said. “If 
we actually tried to do some- 
thing consistent with  anti- 
American propaganda we could 
not do better than we are doing 
with the immigration law.” 

Italy’s Quota. 

Noting that Italy,for example. 
has an admission quota of only 
300 persons &@ year, Dean Young- 
dahl said that under present 
law it is doubtful that his prede- 
cessor at Washington University, 
Dr. Frank J. Bruno, a native of 
Italy, would have been able to 
get into the United States.

A lion’s share of messages fil- 
tering through WOCPI, he ex- 
plains, are the result of a regu- 
lar five -day-a-week schedule 
with the Marine Base in San 
Diego and Camp Pendleton, an 
arrangement of more than three 
years’ duration.

In a canned message, all that 
is sent via short wave is a code 
number which the ham trans- 
lates into one of a score of gen- 
eral communications applicable 
to usual situations. 

Dissatisfied with the vague 
news from her son, the anxious 
mother telephoned Arivello with 
an urgent request for more de- 
tailed information. And only 21 
minutes after submitting her re-

A World War I veteran him- 
self, Arivello has a sympathetic 
chuckle for many of the reports 
of “hardships” that pass through 
his radio set. 

“When. asking friends 
relatives for money,”

their financial embarrassment 
with explanations that ‘My rec- 
ords were held up,’ ‘My wallet 
has been stolen,’ and ‘The bar- 
racks have burned down’,”
